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ANSWERS   TO   HARD   QUESTIONS 

Certain  questions  recur  in  letters  from  listeners;  they  may,  for  that  matter,  be 
found  even  in  letters  ten  years  old.  They  are  appearing  in  increased  quantities,  pen- 
cilled into  the  margins  of  the  recent  KPFA  Questionnaire.  Part  of  the  proof  that 
KPFA  is  vital  lies  in  questions,  even  in  complaints;  we  prefer  them  infinitely  to 
complacency. 

Last  night's  studio  concert  was  wonderful;  did  you  make  a  tape,  and  will  you 
play  it  again?  The  answer  must  be  invariably  "no."  The  Musicians'  Union  has  set  a 
special  low  scale  for  live  music  on  KPFA;  without  this,  and  many  other  favors  from 
them,  we  could  not  present  the  wealth  of  live  material  from  our  studios  or  from 
remotes.  One  stipulation  the  Union  has,  quite  understandably,  imposed  is  that  there 
be  no  taping  for  future  broadcasts.  If  other  agencies  were  less  interested  in  exploita- 
tion of  hard-working  and  underpaid  musicians,  rules  might  be  relaxed  for  KPFA, 
but  as  matters  stand  we  abide,  and  sympathize. 

Why  was  XXX  not  broadcast,  as  announced,  in  the  Folio?  If  our  programming 
is  to  be  at  all  timely,  we  must  take  risks.  If  we  are  assured  that  such-and-such  a  tape  will 
be  mailed  on  time  from  Boston,  New  York  or  Aix-en-Provence  for  broadcast,  we 
schedule  it.  If  we  are  later  told  that  the  tape  cannot  arrive  in  time,  we  make  provision 
for  a  substitute  program  and  make  announcements  in  advance.  Sometimes,  however, 
we  do  not  know  this  until  it  is  too  late,  and  last-minute  changes  have  to  be  made.  We 
are  only  human,  as  are  those  who  carry  the  mails,  and  actually  the  percentage  of 
no-shows  is  gratifyingly  small,  despite  the  tremendous  increase  in  the  number  of 
sources  we  badger  for  programs.  (Q.  "Yes,  but  why  does  it  always  have  to  be  the 
program  I  want  to  hear?") 

Why  are  commentators'  topics  not  listed  in  the  Folio?  Again,  for  reasons  of 
timeliness.  This  Folio  went  to  the  printer  on  May  5th,  and  the  majority  of  our  com- 
mentators still  had  one  more  commentary  to  do  before  the  one  scheduled  for  this 
period  came  up. 

Why  do  you  always  schedule  my  favorite  program  on  the  night  I  have  to  go  out, 
or  after  I  go  to  bed?  The  recent  questionnaire  shows  that  KPFA  listeners  have  as 
diverse  listening  habits  as  background  and  tastes.  To  accommodate  everyone  is  impos- 
sible. Our  only  solutions  are  rebroadcasts  of  requested  programs,  occasional  reshuf- 
flings,  and  prayer.  When  complaints  on  this  score  mount  up,  changes  are  made. 
(Beginning  in  this  Folio  "Theodore  Bikel  at  Home"  will  be  on  an  hour  earlier,  Fridays 
at  10  P.  M.)  A  small  attempt  to  solve  the  problem  of  missed  programs  is  made  by  our 
Subscriber  Supply,  which  makes  available  tapes  and/or  script  copies  of  certain  pro- 
grams. Almost  any  speech  program  can  be  ordered  from  us  on  tape,  unless  the  speaker 
has  withheld  permission  for  copying;.  If  the  demand  for  a  program  is  particularly 
great,  we  can  make  a  mimeographed  copy,  provided  again  that  permission  is  given, 
and  that  volunteers  to  go  through  the  arduous  job  of  transcribing  can  be  found. 
Generally,  if  a  copy  of  one  of  the  KPFA  commentaries  is  desired,  it  is  better  to  write 
to  the  particular  commentator,  c/o  KPFA.  Tapes  of  musical  programs  are  not  avail- 
able, for  reasons  explained  above.  ,~       .        7  0 ,

Why  are  you  running  a  half -hour  late?  Since  most  of  our  records  are  borrowed, 
we  do  not  have  them  on  hand  at  the  time  the  Folio  is  made  out.  Our  Music  Director 
is  fairly  astute,  but  far  from  infallible,  at  making  educated  guesses  as  to  running 
times  of  a  piece.  (These  guesses  arc  given  in  parentheses  at  the  end  of  music  listings 
in  the  Folio.)  Again,  if  a  tape  is  not  actually  on  hand  when  it  is  scheduled,  we  have 
to  rely  on  someone  else's  word  as  to  the  running  time,  and.  once  again,  "someone 
else"  may  be  less  than  infallible.  Generallv,  programming  is  done  with  a  certain 
amount  of  leeway  to  allow  for  short  guesses,  but  until  we  have  the  wherewithal  for  a 
complete  record  library,  and  the  staff  to  time  it  all,  mistakes  will  occur.  Rather  than 
berating  us,  why  not  write  to  a  few  record  companies,  or  to  Mr.  Schwann,  and  ask 
that  record  times  be  made  public.

It  is  now  just  a  month  and  a  half  until  KPFK  will 
be  on  the  air;  please  help  us  now  to  insure  the  station's  successful  beginning  with  a 
large  roster  of  subscribers. 

Former  KPFA  listeners  who  now  live  in  the  South  have  proven  to  be  the  most 
effective  salesmen  for  the  new  station.  If  you  know  of  some  of  these  expatriates  who 
could  speak  with  knowledge  and  enthusiasm  of  what  a  Pacifica  station  will  mean  to 
to  the  Los  Angeles  area,  and  who  might  be  willing  to  address  groups  of  potential 
KPFK  supporters,  we  would  like  to  hear  about  them.
